TBIBD TO KILL MINISTER. 


Jeffries and Buhlin Knocked Oat 
' •' by Ohio's Executire. 


KO PBIZE PIGHT DT 


Cincinnati, Feb. 4.—It Is now known 
to all th* promoters of tlie Jeffries- 
Ruhlin fight that Governor Nash has 
not only given his ultimatum to the 
Saengerfest Athletic club and to more 
than a" thousand petitioners from the 
business circles of Cincinnati, but he 
has also given instructions to Prose- 
cuting Attorney Holfheimer and Sher- 
iff Taylor. The latter received a letter 
from the governor after midnight by 
immediate delivery messenger, which 
is a very strong document. In it his 
excellency directs the sheriff to swear 
in a number of deputies and exercise 
]bis full power to prevent the fight, and 
in the event of the sheriff needing as- 
sistance Governor Nash pledges him 
the full power of the state. The gov- 
ernor says in his letter to the peti- 
tioners: 
' "You express confidence in the in- 
tegrity and ability of the mayor, oi 
th'e police commissioners and of your 
policemen. 
In this feeling I fully 


share, but I am confident that the af- 
fair will be beyond their control if 
they do their best. The fighters will 
be very earnest. The immense multi- 
tude of people gathered from distant 
states and cities, some of them at least 
not possessing the highest order of 
citizenship, will be terribly excited. 
Such men would brook no inter fence: 
they will have no control over them- 
selves; your police will be overpower- 
ed and your city will be visited v/ith 
disgrace vrhich you will regret as long 
as you live. Such fearful risks must 
not be taken. 
"'"As I understand the contest be- 
tweea Jeffries and Ruhlin was arrang- 
ed for by a lawyer by the name ol 
Witte before the association even had 
a legal existence. 
It has no gym- 


nasium or hall for athletic purposes, 
no distinct membership and none of 
the paraphernalia of an athletic club. 
It was organized simply for the pur- 
pose of dodging the law and bringing 
off a contest between two great fight- 
ers. The law cannot and will not be 
trifled with in this manner. I am 
firmly convinced that this affair, if ii 
comes off, will be a prize fight." 
It is announced that there will be a 
meeting of the Saengerfest directors 
and their counsellors this afternoon. 
It is generally believed that it will be 
decided.to take no action in the case 
until the application for an injunction 
Is heard before Judge Hollister tomor- 
row. Judge Hollister may reserve his 
decision for a day or two, so that the 
Saengerfest Athletic directors are not 
likely, to make any official declaration 
about declaring the fight off or to the 
contrary until the middle or the lattei 
part of the week. 
•• The hearing of Jeffries and Ruhlin, 
•who were arrested a week ago on the 
charge of training for a prize fight, 
has been postponed for one week on 
account of the injunction case before 
Judge Hollister. All the other litiga- 
tion has also been postponed and none 
of- it will ever be heard of if Judge 
Hollister grants a permanent injunc- 
tion.

San Juan de Porto Rico, Feb. 4.—The 
mass meeting of representative phiiiv- 
ers, merchants and taxpayers held in 
this city last Saturday evening to pro- 
test against che Hollander revenue bill 
adopted a resolution to take every 
means to nullify the measure by in- 
ducing the Uaited States congress to 
disapprove it.

into 
the pools 


where Mr. Hagar desires that they 
should stay. 


The fish at the hatcheries are kept 


in several small pools in order that 
they may be separated according to 
their kind and cared for properly. Oc- 
casionally it was desired to 
clean 


these pools or make some alteration 
to them. This used to cause a great 
deal of trouble foi the superintend- 
ent. It v.-as almost impossible to get 
all the Ssh out of the pools without 
killing many of them. They were so

and many of them were crushed in 
the net. Unless the pool was cleaned 
every so often the fish would die. 


During Mr. Hagar's 
superintend- 


encj- he has made an especial pet of 
one of the largest trout in the hatch- 
eries. Whenever he fed this fish this 
trout was always among the first 
to come to him and finally grew so 
daring that it would snap at pieces 
of the liver which he held in 
his

pool learned that the big trout al- 
ways got most of the good things to 
eat and consequently 
there finally

Many of Tliein Stop siinjjing as One Ap- 


proaches. 


The effect of approaching storms 


upon song birds is the subject of an 
interesting contribution by Mr. C. E. 
Linney to tae United States Monthly 
Weather Review. 
It 
appears that 


during the night of August 15-16 very 
severe 
electrical., 
wind 
and 
rain 


storms prevailed over the northern 
district of Illinois. 
An observer in 


Henry county. Mr. "vT. "V\T. Warner, no- 
ticed that for 48 hours before the 
storm not a sound was heard from 
the numerous song birds in the dis- 
trict. This observation was so full of 
interest that Mr. Linney wrote for ad- 
ditional information, with the lesult 
that he received numerous k -tiers, 
some confirming it, others stating that 
birds sing louder and more persistent- 
ly before a. great storm, and nearly 
all agreeing that they are more rest- 
less than usual at such a time. 


?,Ir. Linney has found the folkw- 


ing weather 
proverbs 
referring to 


song birds and storms: When birds 
cease to sing, rain .ir.d thunder vill 
probably occur.

The 
brain said he did not know how tc 
:hoose among the ideas which it had 
Suggested. The pen and Inkstand re- 
proached him for being a bad poet 
jLlleging that they had done nothing 
but obey his will, and written only 
irhat he pleased. The poor, unfor 
lunate poet had no other resource but 
io hold his tongue and weep over his 
Sisgrace in solitude.

London Jack is only a dog, but ha 


has many times collected the monej 
which has bought food and clothing 
for these fatherless little ones. He 
is provided with a brass collecting 
box, which is strapped on his back 
and he looks not unlike a small pack- 
horse as he makes his way througb 
the crowded streets of London. 


Since he began the work of collect 


ing, Jack has returned over $800. Ir 
one month he sesared $30 for his lit- 
tle friends, and on the one afternoon 
which is called "record day," he re 
turned with $19 in his.little knapsack. 


But all work and no play would 


make Jack a dull dog. so he has his 
time for sport. He is what is known 
as a retriever, a breed of dogs which 
liave been trained in swimming and 
recovering things from the water. Af- 
ter his day's work Jack is taken down 
to the wharf by the river Thames 
and is allowed to splash in the water 
to his heart's content. It is a pleasant 
sight to see him swim far iut in the 
river among the barges, grasp a. stick 
which has been tossed there, and re- 
turn and lay it at the feet of his 
master. This he does as faithfully as 
he brings back his daily contribution 
for the children of the orphanage.—

A Bone "Library" in london. 


There is a library of human bones 


in London. It is intended for the use 
of medical students, and the bones are 
lent out in exactly the same manner 
as books from a circulating library. 
The entire collection is valued at 
"£5000, and contains besides human 
bones, the skeletons of horses, dogs, 
cats, oxen and sheep—all animals that 
the veterinary surgeon is likely to be 
called upon to treat. The present mar- 
ket price of a human skeleton is from 
. £6 to £20, according to its condition. 
A skull may be worth anything, from 
5s. to £1. For a payment of 6d. a stu- 
dent can borrow any part of the skele- 
ton that he desires to study, and may 
retain it. fcx/ one week. A complete 
skeleton can be borrowed from the li- 
brary for the sum of 15s. down and a 
deposit of £5.—Answers.
